with

of 
the 
first bills for the state survey com­ 
mission p rogram scheduled in the 
house and initial action on them by 
the senate also 
look ed for early 
this week . 
R ep resentative Stanley P. 
Clay , 
democrat, of Joplin, chairm an 
of 
the Brunk Inq uiry committee, plans 
to bring the p rinted rep ort of the 
committee’s 
findings 
and recom­ 
mendations to the house. Legisla­ 
tive leaders exp ect a recom m enda­ 
tion that formal, im p eachm ent p ro­ 
ceedings 
be 
started 
against 
the 
treasurer because of alleged irregu­ 
larities in state deposit interest ac­ 
counts. 
Action by the house is ex­ 
pected to follow soon after the re­ 
p ort is made. 
If imp eachment p roceedings are 
instituted, T reasurer Brunk 
again 
will be susp ended from office p end­ 
ing the outcome in the legislature. 
Brunk was susp ended last October 
by Governor Caulfield, but reinstat­ 
ed in office December 31, when the 
state sup rem e court held unconsti­ 
tutional the statute under which the 
treasurer was removed. 
W ith more than 100 outstate rep ­ 
resentatives strongly back of the 
taxation 
and 
revenue 
producing 
bills for the survey p rogram, i>as- 
sage of the m easures to bring in 
the money for a ten y ear imp rove­ 
m ent p lan for the state eleemosy ­ 
nary , penal and educational institu­ 
tions and rural schools is anticip at­ 
ed in the house. 
Rep resentative 
Langdon 
Jones, 
democrat, of Kennett, sponsor of 
the m easures in the house, who w'as 
a member of the survey commission 
and is chairm an of the house sur­ 
vey legislation committee, said he 
probably will call the revenue bills 
up for p assage early this week . One 
of the m easures is the proposal for 
a graduated increase in the state in­ 
come tax rate ranging from one- 
half to four and one-half p er cent 
and the other two would double the 
state corp oration franchise tax. 
The bills probably will come up 
in the senate late this week for en­ 
grossment, having been put through 
that first step in the house last 
week . 
A nother hearing on the proposals 
before the senate way s and means 
committee 
is 
set 
for 
W ednesday 
and large delegations from St. Louis 
and Kansas City and other m etro­ 
politan areas in opposition to the 
plan are 
expected, 
together 
with 
delegations from rural and outstate 
sections urging the program. More 
than 500 St. Louis and K ansas City 
persons 
w'ere 
here 
in 
p rotest 
against the plan at the first senate 
committee hearing last week . 
While the house is overwhelming­ 
ly in favor of the program, there 
is doubt as to action the senate 
will tak e. 
Many of the senate lead­ 
ers are k nown to favor a modified 
plan, instead of the full program | 
recommended by the state survey ' 
commission, with a number of sena­ 
tors urging that the p resent ses­ 
sion 
m erely double the state in-| 
come tax rate of one per cent for | 
the p resent, as Governor (\aulfield 
has urged, to care for immediate 
i 
needs 
of the 
eleemosy nary 
and ‘ 
penal 
institutions. 
State 
officials 
and 
legislative 
leaders are w’atching

Berenguer,

resigned

day . 
He said he would begin confer­ 
ences immediately with other poli­ 
ticians and return to the palace at 
6 p. m. today to let the k ing k now* 
what success he had had. 
It was 
believed he would be successful. 
While Sanchez 
Guerra, 
leaving 
the palace, did not state upon w’hat 
grounds he and the k ing had come 
to terms, since Berenguer’s resigna­ 
tion Saturday he has declared that 
the only solution for the p resent 
crisis is immediate convocation of 
a constitutional convention to write 
a new* Spanish constitution. 
This 
convention would 
exercise 
pow*er even that of the k ing. 
The 
k ing w*ould have no pow*er to ad­ 
journ it once it was convened and 
in view of growing left w*ing and 
republican 
sentim ent 
in

curtailm ent of his

ident Hoover today recommended 
to congress a $20,105,000 app ropria­ 
tion for public buildings under the 
$415,000,000 program authorized. 
The recommendation is for the 
first allotment under the $100,000,- 
000 Elliott bill signed recently by 
the President. 


Among the projects recommended 
w*ere: Trenton, Missouri, postoffice 
$100,000. 
Des Moines, Iowa post- 
office $775,000. 
These 
allocations, 
along 
with 
others aggregating $49 .515,000 sub­ 
mitted by the President on Feb­ 
ruary 1, are to be included in the 
second deficiency 
bill now being 
drafted 
by 
the 
house 
ap prop ria­ 
tions committee. 
Practically all of 
the items are expected to receive 
final 
congressional 
approval 
this 
session, so the treasury can carry 
on its plan to complete a ten-y ear

Texas, started the democratic row 
w*hen he called upon Shouse to sup­ 
port his claim that enough states 
already are against prohibition to 
insure action at the next conven­ 
tion against the dry law*.

carried the anti-prohibition cause in 
the lengthy w’rangle w*ith Senators

Morrison denied that Rask ob ‘‘has 
any Influence or is a leader in our 
p arty .”

former circuit 
clerk of Pettis county , w*ho resided 
at 1513 South Barrett avenue, died 
at 10 o’clock Sunday morning at 
the state 
hospital, 
Nevada, Mo., 
where he had been a p atient since 
last July . 


Mr. 
Kahrs 
was 
born 
in 
Lak e 
Creek , Mo., January 31, 1883, and 
was, reared on a farm in that com­ 
munity . 
In 19 19 , on January 28, 
he was married to Miss Nora Heine- 
man, of Lak e Creek ,and they re­ 
sided on a farm until about 19 21, 
when Mr. Kahrs accepted a deputy - 
ship 
under 
W. H. Fewell, then 
sheriff of Pettis county . 
Two y ears 
later he made the race for circuit 
clerk , on the republican tick et, and 
was elected. 
He w*as one of the 
best lik ed and most popular y oung 
men of the county , and when he 
sought re-election to that office four 
y ears later, he was again victorious. 
In the latter p art of July and the 
first of August, 19 28, complications 
arose because of discrepancies in 
the records of the office of circuit 
clerk , and Mr. K ahrs’ deputy , Wil­ 
liam 
Frank lin, 
admitted 
forging 
county jury w*arrants to the extent 
of several 
hundred 
dollars. 
He 
pleaded guilty and w^s sentenced to 
ten y ears in the state penitentiary , 
w*hich sentence he is now serving. 
Mr. Kahrs w*as suspended from 
office and later the removal was 
made permanent. 
Mr. Kahrs’ health 
began to fail about that time and 
last July he w*as adjudged of un­ 
sound mind and was tak en to the 
state hospital in Nevada. 
He grew 
gradually worse, and Saturday w*ord 
was received that his condition was 
critical, and his death w*as not un­ 
expected.

by his 
widow, three children, Amos J., Jr., 
9 , James Walter, 4, and Marjorie,

TOO MANY PEOPLE ANEMIC 
Americans must eat more greens. There 
are too many cases of anemia. 
Food­ 
stuffs containing chlorophyl are necessary 
b ecause of the iron derived from them. 
Dr. John Harvey Kellogg, in Good Health, 
says that ‘‘school children in cities are al­ 
most universally anemic. 
This condition 
is the natural result of a deficiency of 
minerals and vitamins in the diet. 
Fine 
flour b read, cane sugar, coffee, candy 
and other foods deficient in iron consti­ 
tute so large a proportion of the national 
b ill of fare that general anemia is a nec­ 
essary result. Radical changes in eating 
hab its are needed to make of Americans 
the red-b looded people demanded b y the 
position of the United States as the ac­ 
knowledged leader of civilized nations. 
“The one-fifth to one-fourth of a grain 
of iron necessary to make good the daily 
loss represents ab out one two-hundredths 
part of the total iron content of the b ody. 
Each drop of one per cent in the hemi- 
glob in content of the b lood means a loss 
of nearly one-half a grain of iron. A loss 
of 20 per cent, as in a case showing a 
hemiglob in content of 80 per cent, means 
a deficiency of 8 6-10 grains, the amount 
of iron found in thirty-four pounds of 
spinach. 
By 
eating 
half a pound of 
spinach a day, this amount of iron might 
b e ab sorb ed in sixty-eight days, or a little 
more than two months. 
It must b e re­ 
memb ered that the b ill of fare must b e so 
c(5nstructed as to supply the patient half 
a grain of iron in addition to his full nor­ 
mal daily ration. 
We must eat more 
greens.'’ 
Anemia is a condition to b e feared. 
From an anemic 
condition 
to 
sound 
health is a trying path in which diet must 
b e rigorously followed. The chlorophyl in 
greens is an essential to a red-b looded 
b ody, and a red-b looded b ody is essential 
to rob ust health. During most of the year 
fresh greens may b e had in this section. 
Several plants make an excellent sub sti­ 
tute for real spinach.

GANG LAW AND STATUTE LAW 
F'rom Washington, D. C., Star. 
Three months ago a Detroit man nam­ 
ed La Mare, memb er of a gang, fell out 
Tvith his fellows and was condemned. He 
went into hiding in his own home, so ef­ 
fectually concealed from ob servation and 
sheltered from discovery that he was not 
molested. 
Then suddenly Fate knocked 
at his door. 
In the ab sence of his wife 
he answered the rap and was shot down. 
The police, on searching the place, found 
a veritab le armory, six pistols, a tear gas 
gun, a repeating rifle, an automatic rifle, 
a shotgun, a hand grenade and a clock 
for timing b omb s. 
If the gangs gained no recruits they 
would eventually exterminate themselves. 
But unfortunately for lawful society, they 
are constantly admitting new memb ers to 
their ranks, perhaps men driven out of 
the twilight zone of semi-crirninality into 
actual lawlessness, or mayb e adventaur- 
ous youths attracted b y the glamour of a 
criminal career, or drawn b y the pros­ 
pect of “easy money.” 
There is, of 
course, no easy money in gang adventure. 
It is hard-earned money, b lood money, 
dangerous money. 
The gangster stands 
ill the shadow of b oth statute law and 
gang law. 
A 
f ew of the conspicuous 
ones, leaders b y virtue of great shrewd­ 
ness and b ravado, survuve long enough to 
enjoy the profits of their enterprises. 
There is, for instance, A1 Capone, who is 
a millionaire, according to repute. 
He 
lives in luxury though in desperate fear. 
Some day AI Capone will “get his” from 
gang law if not from statute law, with 
more certainty of the former than the lat­ 
ter. 
"j’lio experience of Legs Diamond, who 
V,': 
;o thoroughly perforated b y a gang 
uliark in a hotel in New York recently, 


illustrates the high price that gangsters 
pay for their adventures and their profits. 
As far as the statute law goes. Diamond is 
immune. 
But evidently he is under sen­ 
tence of death under gang law, and it is 
dollars to doughnuts that that sentence 
will b e executed, with no parole or pro­ 
b ation or commutation. 
If statute law 
were as swift and effective as gang law 
there -would b e q uick riddance of this pest 
from which the country is suffering so 
severely, and for which it is paying so 
heavily.

army is the b est guarantee of the peace 
of Europe.” That’s exactly what the Ger­ 
mans said b efore the world war. 
The 
French did not agree with them and it is 
strange to see them making the same 
claims now.

INCOME TAX FACTS 


No. 13 
Of the millions of income-tax re­ 
turns that are filed annually the 
vast majority are 
from 
persons 
whose income consists of '^compen- 
sation for personal services actually 
rendered.” All of the various types 
of 
compensation, unless 
such in­ 
come 
is 
specifically 
exempt 
b y 
statute, should b e Included in the 
taxpayer’s return of gross income, 
such as salaries, wages, fees, com­ 
missions, 
b onuses, 
tips, 
honorari­ 
ums, 
prizes, 
aw'ards, 
pensions in 
recognition of past services, etc. In 
general, compensation for personal 
services should b e reported for tax­ 
ation purposes in the year it is re­ 
ceived or unq ualifiedly made sub ject 
to demand. If the services were ren­ 
dered during the year 1929, or even 
prior thereto, b ut the compensation 
was not received until 
1930, the 
entire amount is 
taxab le in the 
year received when the taxpayer is 
reporting on the cash receipts b asis. 
Most individuals use the cash re­ 
ceipts b asis in reporting net income. 
The salaries of Federal officers 
and employees are sub ject to the 
income tax, except the salary of the 
President of the United States and 
Federal judges. Other items sub ject 
to tax are salaries and fees receiv­ 
ed b y ministers of the gospel for 
funerals, 
marriages, 
b aptisms, 
masses and like services; executors' 
fees; Federal jury fees; b ase pay

over their lawns, is this a good 
thing to do?” 
If things don’t go right in the 
greenhouses, we try to find out 
why, and then apply a remedy. The 
b est of us miss it very often. 
So 
it is with a lawn. 
Just as soon as 
the grass has commenced to show 
a lack of growth, we are concerned 
and 
we 
start

do 
something, 
many times without removing the 
cause. 
Lawns do not need lime 
as most people b elieve. 
If the grass 
has exhausted all of the nourish­ 
ment from the soil, lime is not 
going to help any. 
W hat the grass 
needs is food. 
Do not get too much 
lime on your law'n; 
this Is very 
easy to do b ecause most of the 
lawn grasses, excepting b lue grass, 
do not resent an acidulous 
soil. 
Lime is applied to overcome acidity, 
this must b e done If you w ant to 
grow the legumes, 
(clover, peas, 
etc.). 
Weeds do far b etter In a 
neutral or alkaline soil than they 
do in an acidulous soil. 
Apply lime 
and see how much b etter the weeds 
grow. 
The point we are making is, 
apply a fertilizer which is plant 
food Instead of trying to overcome 
a chemical condition in the soil. 
We have the law’n fertilizer su­ 
preme.

The parasites hav e been the fac­ 
tors re.sponsible for the greatest 
losses in the turkey flock and for 
making turkey raising a side issue 
and a gamble for the av erage farm­ 
er or poultry man. 
A foundation flock of turkeys 
raised for experimental purposes 
has been established at one of the 
federal 
experiment 
stations 
in 
Montana, 
and 
the 
specialist 
in 
charge has dev oted all his time to 
the inv estigation of parasitic dis 
ease in the flock. 
He will do other 
work later, howev er. 
The flock was established by ar­ 
tificially incubating the eggs, and 
brooding 
the 
poults 
in 
special 
brooder houses witli clean yards 
until they were eight weeks old. 
These precautious were taken in 
order to prev ent infestation 
by 
parasites introduced by adult tur­ 
keys. 
When large enough to range 
the poults were giv en large fenced 
lots and shelter. 
“Artificial brooding has been 
o f 
particular v alue in prev enting losses 
from blackhead disease which at 
one time threatened to destroy the 
turkey industry,” says the special­ 
ist In charge of the flock. 
“ P ro - 
v ention of this disease calls for 
rearing the j’oung tiirke.v s on clean 
ground and away from chickens 
and other turkeys.”

SCOUTING F L E E T 
O FF “ FOR COMBAT”

scouting fleet of the United States 
N avy 
sailed 
w’estward 
from 
the 
Pacific 
entrance

Panama 
Canal today intent upon quick con­ 
tact and a “ battle to the finish” 
with a Pseudo-Invader, the Pacific 
fleet. 
Decks cleared and radios silenced, 
the ships crept out of Balboa harbor 
in battle array. 
The encounter, in w^hich the theo­ 
retical problems of a Red war wull 
be faced and worked out, w ill be 
that of 
an 
inferior surface craft 
fleet 
assisted 
by 
a 
superior 
air 
force, including the 
dirigible 
Los 
Angeles, against a superior surface 
craft fleet. The Pacific fleet w ill 
attempt capture of the canal and 
landing of an armed force on the 
Central Am erican coast. 
The only 
ship 
of 
the 
scouting 
fleet to remain at Balboa w'as the 
U. S. S. Texas. Aboard it’s Admiral 
Jehu V. Chase, who w ill act as um­ 
pire. 
Until the “ fighting” is concluded 
there w ill be virtually no wireless 
contact with the ships since use of 
the radio w’ould aid the enemy. 
The Los Angeles was expected to 
cruise in the general vicinity of 
Panama, returning tonight to the 
mast ship Petoka. It w ill seek the 
invading “ black fleet.”
